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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the application has 
not included the necessary section headings. The applicant should use the arrangement for the 
specification (see below) as a guide to incorporate the section headings. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading. If no text follows the section heading, the phrase

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact 
discs.) or 

REFERENCE TO A "MICROFICHE APPENDIX" (See MPEP § 608.05(a). 
"Microfiche Appendices" were accepted by the Office until March 1, 2001 .)

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: the term "carer" used 
for reference number 5 is not a word. The applicant may consider caretaker or nurse as sufficient 
replacements. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "the latter" in line 10. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country', more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1-3, and 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Ridgeway ('975). 
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Ridgeway discloses a method of postdischarge surveillance of a patient for detecting 
blood clotting, blood glucose and the like (see abstract), for the implementation of which a data 
bank is provided, arranged at a remote location from a patient including: recording and 
transmitting relevant data. Furthermore including an alarm device at the remote location 
(column 10, lines 20-45). 



8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application published under section 122(b) 
only if the international application designating the United States was published under Article 21(2)(a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a). 

9. Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Cosentino et 
al ('705). 

10. Cosentino et al. discloses a method of postdischarge surveillance of a patient for 
detecting relevant data (see abstract), for the implementation of which a data bank is provided, 
arranged at a remote location from a patient including: recording and transmitting relevant data. 
Furthermore including an alarm device at the remote location and wherein the relevant data 



includes a questionnaire (column 7, lines 15-42).
